Last June the People’s Republic of 
China once again began to send anıbassa- 
dors into the world. Twenty-two of the 46 
posts have now beeıı filled. 

The first capitals to which annbassadors 
were appointed were Tirana and Paris, 
tapitals tlrat obviously represent key posi- 
tions for China in Eastern and Western 
Europe. 

Albania is China's only ally in the 
Communist Bloc in Eastern Europe while 
France's importance for Peking has in- 
creased in view of the Vietnam talks.

Stoltenberg named ‘crown 
prince’ 


in Kiel 


41-year-old politician is the son of a 
pastor and comes from Bad Oldesloe. He 
has long been considered a crown prince 
— though against his own wislies, 

Stoltenberg joined the Christian Demo- 
crats (CDU) while still at school, At 25 
he became the youngest member of the 
provincial assembly in Kiel, and at 28 the 
youngest memiber of the Bundestag in 
Bonn. 

He was co-founder uf the Young 
Union, the party's youtlr Organisatiolt, 
and was its Federal chairman for many 
years. 

The highpoint of his early political 
career was lis appointment as Federal 
Missister of Science, an office he filled 
majestically until the end of the Grand 
Coalition between Christian and Social 
Democrats. 

His professional life has been equally 
successful. In 1959 he passed his doc- 
torale examination in Kiel with distinc 
tion and became lecturer in modern his- 
tory at Kiel University six years later. 

In 1965 Berhold Beitz fetched him lo 
Essen to become head of the economic 
staff of the Krıpp works. Stoltenberg 
returned to tlıis post after his period in 
the Bonn Cabinet. 

Stoltenberg still saw Bonn as the field 
of his political activity as late as the 
party's stale congress in Kiel last Deceın- 
ber where lıe was once again‘ voted Lenıke's 
deputy,’ ' 1 

When’ the CDU Was forced Into opposic 
tion in Bonn, he remained a member of 
the first teany, especinlly as an opponent 
of Karl Schiller, the Social! Denrocrat 
Minister of Economic Affairs.

BREAKDOWN OF MARRIAGE MAIN BASIS FOR DIVORCE

At the beginning of May this year tiie 
Marriage Law Commission set up by 
Gustav Heinemaıın in 1967 when he was 
still Minister of Justice published its pro- 
posals for a reform of divorce law, . 

Under this, the guilt of one the partners 
does not have to be proved for tlıere to 
be. a divorce. The breakdown of a mar 
riage Is an adequate ground. 

No proof of the breakdown of a marriage 
need be submitted when both part 
ners want a divorce after at least twelve 
months of separation or when one 
partner demands a divorce after at least 
five years of separation. : 
` The advantages of the reform in the 
introduction of the principle of marital 
breakdown. are obvious, 

In our society the institution of mar- 
riage still makes no unimportant contri- 
bution to the personal (levelopıment of a 

erson, This contribution can only come 
Tom an intact marriage, in the saıne way 
as the protection demanded in Basic Taw 
only extends to this. When a nuarringe 
breaks down both mental and physical 
damage ûccurs. 

The purpose of a divorce can therefore 
only be a recognition and correction of û 
couple's withdrawal from thelr previous 
intimate relations. Only then can the 
result of a divorce be freed .from the 
stigma of one person's failings.

He has 
been paying her maintenarıce for 23 years 
and there lıas been no divorce, He also 
entered into another relationship and las 
four clildren by this woman. 

Marriage is not possible. The legal wife 
wishes one day to draw a pension fron! 
the 23 years that she has been married on 
paper. The mother of the man’s children 
will come away empty-handed as a “stale 
of moral wrong” cannot be remedied.

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Drugs dissolve 
kidney stones 


A bout a third of all people suffering 
from kidney stones can now be iıcl- 
ped without having to undergo an opera- 
tion. After years of experiment a research 
group ih Hamburg has found a drug to 
dissolve large, infecled kidney stones. 

It was announced in Hamburg that 
Doctors Albert Timmermann, Geoat 
Kallistratos and Otto Fenner had aclıieve 
a breakthrough durinğ experiments at 
the research department for urology at 
the city’s Max Planck Institute. 

Urlc acid stones can already be dissol- 
ved by drugs. Though there are regional 
variations in the figure, some eight to ter 
per cent of people with stoncs suffer 
from this type. 

Dr Timmermann said that he hoped 
that all types of ‘kidney. stones could be 
cured with drugs in the course of time. 

Treatment is based’ on the prevention 
of the tendency to cerystallise by improv- 
E solubility in the urinary system. 
“Changing the acidic proportions, in« 
hibiting over-production of uric acid and 
the elimination or reductlon of the cql- 
cium content all prevent the formation of 
stones and decompose stones that have 
already been formed.” 
` Kidney infection must be specially 
treated, if necessary by using antibiotics. 

The report states tlıat X-ray photo- 
graphs have for the first time shown that 
drugs had completely dissolved stones 
that had filled the kidney cavities, Pac 
tients with only one kidney had been 
saved, even though they had already 
undergone several operations which had 

roved unsuccessful. There would have 

een no other cure for those people.

of reform a8 the schools and univer- 
sities, An experimental programme finan- 
ced by the central government, Federal 
states and local councils should help to 
modernise.adult education.

These centres will provide printed in- 
formation, programmed teaching ınate- 
rial, picture series, records, tapes, store(l 
television programmes and language In- 
boratories. 

Students will be able to determine their

This is a factor that las always kept 
governments on their toes in the past and 
its effect has always been beneficial, Karl

He was 
interested in the seabed springs that were 
known to exist as long ago as the My- 
ceanaean period and brought to his at- 
tention by fishermen. 

These underwater springs are fed by 
rainwater from the karst, the moun- 
tainous country inland. At the point he 
selected they flow at a rate of between 
ten and tlıirteen cubic yards a second, as 
powerful as the most plentiful of springs 
in this country. 

The problem was not one of measuring 
the amount, origin and direction of flow 
of the fregh water but one of catching lt, 
as Poseidon had been intended to do, 

Conventional sclence was extremely

What to do when thunder claps 
and lightning flashes 


anyone who is caught unawares witl) his 
car radio aerial fully exteuded when a 
storm breaks while he is driving along the 
autobahn would be well-advised to face 
the lesser risk of lightning striking the 
aerlal rather thatt to risk getting out and 
retracting the aerial. 

Surprises of this kind do not usually 
occur, Storıns break quickly but seldom 
without prior warning. Ominuus clouds 
.make their appearance in the sky, tiie 
first thunderclaps peal and, earlier still, 
radio interference increases — a sure sign 
of atmospheric interference in a turbulent 
atmosphere, 

At this stage. a safety-conscious driver 
will stop, get out and retract the aerial, 
preferriig to forgo light entertainment 
until the storın is over. 

What is true of saloons with all-şteel 
bodies is, to paint the whole picture, 
equally true of cars with sliding steel 
roofs, which are in any caso shut in ralny 
weather.
